Mr. Martin ■presented the sixth report 
of the committee on Standing Orders and 
Priyate bills, as .follows: "Your commit- 
tee l>eg leave to report that the standing 
orders in connection with the petition of 
the Victoria and Boechei Bay Rdlway com- 
pany have not been complied with, and 
your oommittee have no recommendation to 
make, as the Esquimalt and Nanxitno Rail- 
way company havo agreed to build tha 
branch lino to lieochcr Hay ius soon as a line 
«onnecting the American system of railways 
with Port Crescent t.i' Port Angeles or some 
other point opposite Hcecher Hay is con- 
structod, and will complete the construction 
of the line, and receive freight :is soon as 
the American lines are in a position to 
tranship." 

The Committee also reported favorably 
on the petitions for certain Hills, and also 
the Pill to incorporate the order of the 
Oblatos of Mary Immaculate in British Co- 
lumbia 

NEW BILLS. 

The following bills wore introduced: 

Hon. Mil. VkknoN— An Act to amend 
the Land Act. 

Mr. Cotton — An Act to amend the 
Companies Act, 1S1KJ. 

ME UESI'EltrjS AWAIR. 

Mr. Cotton moved that n Select Com- 
mute be appointed, composed of Messrs. 
iSeinlin, Eberts, Hall, Forster, and the 
mover, to investigate all matters connected 
with the seizure of the vessel Hesperus, 
and her crew; with power to call for per- 
sons and papers, and to report to the 
House. 

Hon. Mb. Davie said there would be no 
objection to the motion, though there wus 
ground' for much complaint as to the man- 
ner in which the government Hud been 
treated in the matter. He explained the 
circumstances of the case, the papers in 
which were very voluminous. The 
Hesperus had been charged with 
selling liquor to' Indians, but the 
Crown, owing to the necessity 
of bringing witnesses from the north at 
very great expense and other matters, 
among them the condition of the law, had 
allowed the case before Justice Harrison to 
go by default. Though some of the evi- 
dence taken was direct, he did not con- 
■ider the case a very strong one. Not un- 
naturally, the owners felt that they had a 
grievance, and, therefore, had taken this 
method to obtain an inquiry. But, instead 
of this, they should have, at first, ap- 
proached the government with a regular 
complaint. A lady had, about two months 
ago, approached him and showed him a cor- 
respondence in the newspapers, which he 
hail never seen. He deprecated such a 
round-about method of procedure, first ap- 
pealing to the papers, and then to the 
House, but never to the Government direct. 

Hon. Mb. Robson corroborated this 
statement, and said that he had, about two 
months ago, been approached in the same 
wuy as the attorney-general, and bad ad- 
vised that the matter he laid in proper 
shape before the Government, but this had 
not been done. 

Hon. Mr. Davie introduced a Bill " to 
amend the Summary Convictions Act," 
which was read a first time; also one "to 
amend the Supreme Court Act." 

Hon. Mb. Turn jsr moved the second 
reading of

whose provisions he Explained. 

Mr. Semlin protested against certain 
provisions of the measure, among them the 
remission of taxation upon the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, as ho bad previously ex- 
plained. Petitions had been prepared 
in his and other constituencies 
againtt this feature of the Bill, 
the original of which had not yet arrived, 
but a draft of which he had received, it 
asked that no remission of taxation to the 
railway bo made until it had fenced its 
road and paid remuneration to the owners 
of the stock which had been killed hy the 
trains. There were individuals in that 
neighborhood who had lost as many as 200 
head of cattle since the CP. R. had been in 
operation. The people concerned, had, he 
contended, adopteil the proper course ii 
ihis matter, and he appealed to the Govern 
nient and to his colleagues in this House ti 
see to it that the assessment on that road 
was not modified until tiny had paid in 
demnity for past losses and taken steps t( 
prevent their recurrence in the future. 

Hon. Mn. Robson said that the membe; 
for Yale appeared to think that the way t< 
remedy one wrong was to perpetrate an in- 
justice. The bill before the House .lid nol 
cover one railway alone, hut all that were 
now in operation and might bo hereafter 
constructed in this l'rovince. Tin; Govern- 
ment had found on investigation that, it was 
exceedingly unwise and improper to tax 
railways under the conditions of the old act. 
Indeed, the Dominion t lovorninent had given 
it t<> be understood that if the taxation were 
not made more nearly to approximate the 
railway taxation in the other provinces, 
the act itself would run the risk of being 
disallowed. Moreover, the Government 
had concluded that it was right and just 
and politic to make the proposed changes, 
and oven now the basin of railway taxation 
was much higher than in the other pro 
vinccs. Other railway companies had had 
no difficulty in obtaining immunity 
from taxation for a certain number 
years, and it was deemed advisable 
to arrive at something definite in order that 
those who invested their money might know 
what to expect. There had never been any 
petition presented to the House on the sub- 
ject ; hut if the facts were as ,-t ited by tin' 
member for Yale it was outrageous, and 
there niii-l. 1>' a remedy, and tor this the 
Attorney-General was now preparing It 
was to his mind— -whatever the other pro- 
vinces might do or say- -clearly tint tight of 
this House to loghllate in this direction, and 
he believed the other provinces would pur- 
sue a similar course. Ho thought irrespeo 
tive of the grievance, the members should 
consider whether or not the bill before them 
WftS fair and just, 

Hon. Mr. BbAVEN thought it would have 
been well if all correspondence on this mat- 
ter were before the House. Indeed, this 
waVtbo practice 

Hon. Mb. Robson said the bill was be fore 
■ho House on it-i merits, and the correspon- 



dence us to the remission of the tax had been 
■before the House last session. 

Hon. Mr Bkaven said that without the 
information before the House it would he 
impossible to say whether the measure was 
ijght or wrong. 

MB. Cotton spoke of the importance the 
land and taxation question had assumed 
during the last elections, and on thisacoouui 
be wished to have had the Land Act and 
the Assessment Bill before the House at the 
same time. It was not proper, he thought, 
to force the present measure through to-day. 
He objected to the clause relating to exemp- 
tions on improvements which did not meet 
all that was desired. 

Hon. Mr. Robson having given satisfac- 
tory explanations, 

Mu. Cotton said he agreed that the 
second reading should not he opposed^ for 
the reasons assigned by. the member for Vale. 
He wished to .see the clause amended that 
dealt with the wild land tax. This hill did 
not go far enough, and ■ the only way to 
deal fairly with it was by an ad valonm 
tax. No man .should be allowed to lock 
up his load until it had been improved by 
the ivork which has been done hy his neigh- 
bors. He referred to what had been styled 
the unearned increment. There was nothing 
to induce or compel people to improve their 
lands and allow them to bo opened up to 
settlement. 

Dk. Milne moved the adjournment of 
the debate. 

Mb. Martin spoke of the fencing which 
had already been done by the C.P.H. in 
the vicinity of Kamloops. The company 
fully recognized the injury which had been 
done hy accidents to cattle, and were com- 
pleting their fencing with all possible expe- 
dition. 

Hon. Mr. ROBSON ridiculed the idea that 
the provisions of this bill relating to the 
Canadian Pacific should not he passed until 
the company had completed their fences. 

After some discussion, 

Dil Milne withdrew his motion to ad- 
journ the debate. 

Mil Bbkwn advocated the recognition of 
the principle that no man had a right to 
hold huge tracts of land and lock them up 
from settlement. The principle of "lose it 
or use it " should he the rule. He, there- 
fore, supported the idea of an ad valorem 
tax. This tax of ten or twelve cents an 
acre on some lands would be unjust ; but 
there were others, the holding of which in 
a wild condition was injurious to the coun- 
try. The one thing to do was to recognize 
and adopt a broad principle without con- 
sidering special cases. 

Mu. Booth held that the Government 

were moving in the right direction. If 
there were any exemptions, the railways 
should be exempted as much as possible. 
He should support the second reading of 
the Bill, though he should suggest several 
amendments in committee. He scarcely, 
however, saw his way clear to support the 
ad valorem principle. 

Hon. Mr. Davie spoke in favor of the 
Bill as submitted, in preference to the ad 
valorem system. Nothing was as well cal- 
culated to make people improve or dispose 
of the lands they held than legislation like 
this. 

After some further discussion, the Bill 
was read a second time and referred to com- 
mittee, 

On motion of Mr. Brown, the Bill regu- 
lating the 

SALE OF TOBACCO To MINORS, 

was read a second time. He would not 
chiFS it as a Moral Reform Bill. It was 
much like the law which prevailed in Onta- 
rio, and was calculated to promote the phys- 
ical and mental development of the youth. 
He did not ask for legislation against the 
use of tobacco generally, but what he de- 
sired to regulate was the use of tobacco by 
juveniles before they hail got their growth. 
Tobacco had the cll'ect of making them half 
men, both physically and mentally. 

Hon. Mr. Davie supported tho second 
reading of the Bill, which had his warm ap- 
proval. He thought the use of tobacco by 
tads ought to be prohibited. He did not 
say so with regard to grown up men. which 
was ;l different thing. He smoked himself. 

Hon. Mil BEAVBN thought the question 
of opium smoking might be dealt with, par- 
ticularly among minors. As far as this hill 
went he should support the second reading. 
Much, he was convinced, could be done to 
prevent tobacco smoking by minors by 
means of education. 

Mr. SEMLIN said this was one of those 
aids which he could heartily support. He 
believed in the right of the state to inter- 
fere in questions of this kind, anil not only 
with respect to tobacco smoking', but to the 
use of alcoholic beverages also. 

Mr. Booth supported the bill, adding 
that if boys were found in possession of 
tobacco they should be punished. 

Mr. Martin, while approving of this 
idea, thought that provision should he made 
so as to prevent a hoy being punished when 
he was sent to purchase tobacco. 

Mu. Forster scarcely favored legislation 
of this kind, but was, however, prepared to 
allow the proposed measure to be tried. He 
thought more could he done in the schools 
than was clone at present to teach the chil- 
dren the ill-effect of tobacco. 

Dr. Milne approved the bill. Medical 
experience had shown that the use of 
tobacco had the effect of depressing tho 
heart's action. And if this were the case 
on the adult, how much more so on the 
juvenile '.' 

Hon. Mi:. Robson heartily supported the 
hill. He would remark that in the schools 
a most admirable text book had beau intro- 
duced, showing the ill-effects of alcohol and 
tobacco. It was very important that sub- 
jects of this kind should be more generally 
taught. At present this was an optional 
subject. Without question, abstinence 
from tobacco and alcohol was of vital im- 
portance, particularly among those who 
were growing up. Teaching these subjects 
was especially necessary, with a view to 
developing the very best men and women 
that could he produced on the continent. 

Mr. Hall (bought something more than 
at present should be done for tin; protection 
of the vendor. 

Mr. Smith said he should support the 
second reading. 

The hill wtts read a second time and sub- 
mitted to committee. Mr. Forster in the 
chair. 

The committee rose ; reported progress, 
and the House adjourned.

This the Mother Country would 
never stand, and still continue to give us tho 
benefit of her protection. 

We must then either abandon the project alto- 
gether, or throw ourselves into the arms of 
Uncle Sam, as wo are not otrong enough to 
protect ourselves. Aro you ready to do this ( 
I for.onc am not, and 1 trust "and believe that 
comparatively few in Canada are. Tho land in 
Canada is overy bit as good as in tlio United 
States. Her people are just as intelligent, in- 
dustrious and independent, Then why not let 
US remain under tho British Flag that lias pro- 
tected us so Ion;:, nnd by our own exertions 
and energy and enterprise build up in timo a 
nation just as great, just as powerful, nnd 
just na wealthy as our Bouthorn neighbor. 

lam very much dissatisfied with tho smsli 
amount of money expended by tho Dominion 
Government on Public Works in British 
Columbia nnd more particularly in Vielorin. 
Seeing that Ihix city alone pays considerably 
more than one ndllfon dollars por annum into 
tho Dominion Treasury, I think no ono can 
deny that we should get a great deal more in 
return than wo do. 

I have endeavored in tlio past to remedy this, 
hut I am sorry to say with but partial success, 
lf.however.l am again honored with your confi- 
dence 1 shnll rontinue even more strenuously 
than ever to urge upon the Government the 
necessity of placing larger sums upon tho esti- 
mates for Victoria. 

Amongst the many improvements urgently 
required 1 may mention a now Post Ofllee and 
Custom House. These are badly needed owing 
to tho immense increase in trade and popula- 
tion that has taken plnco here during tho past 
few years. A largo expenditure is also needed 
in our harbor. I have repeatedly brought the 
above matters before the Government and 
have received assurances which 1 trust in tho 
near future may bo acted upon. 

I shall, if elected, givo my hearty support to 
the members for ftannimo nnd Now Wcst/.iin- 
minster Districts in any endeavor thoy may 
make to have more lights, beacons and buoys 
placed on our coast. 

1 shall also continue to urge upon the Govern- 
ment the paramount necessity of their insert- 
ing a clause in any charter given to any subsid- 
ized lino of steamers running either to China or 
Australia, making it imperative that they call 
at Victoria on every trip. 

I shall again bring to the noliee of tho Gov- 
ernment tho necessity of increasing tho pay of 
some of the civil servants in this Pro- 
vince. It is manifestly unfair to pay 
the same salaries here that they do 
in lCastorn Canada, where living Is so very 
much cheaper. It Is, to my mind, offering a 
premium on dishonesty and is degrading tho 
public service. II is an insult to ask educated, 
intelligent men to work for less than a Chinese 
laborer demands. The fact that men are 
found who are willing to take the positions, is 
no argument In its favor. When men aro hard- 
tip they will tako almost anything in order to 
gel food for their families, but that is no reason 
why tho Public Treasury should benetlt by 
their misfortunes. 

1 am in favor of a subsidy being granted by 
tho Dominion to tho Victoria, Saanich and New 
Westminster Hallway Co., and shall. If elected, 
continue to urge tho Government to mako n 
substantial grant for that purpose. 

The Chinese question is ono of grave 
moment. I shall use my best endeavors 
to have tho anti-Chineso clause inserted In all 
charters granted to companies who are iib 
sistod by subsldlos either of land or mono; 
from tho Dominion Government. If the present 
por capita tax Is found not to be sufficient to 
stay tho tide of Immigration, I shall favor an 
increased tax. 

Believing that tho Victoria Trades and 
Labor Council is composed (if men capable oi 
taking a dispassionate view of the subject, and 
who have n thoroughly practical knowledge 
of the quostlon, and also that thoy directly rep- 
resent tho groat body of men whoatemoit nl 
fected by this class of labor, I shall on all occa- 
sions bu vory largely guided by their wishes h:

Appearance. 



Ilrnvo Men SoinotimcH Turn Pale In tho 
J'"«co of Danger a» Well as Cowiirils 
— vIcwh of Learned Individuals 
on the Subject. 

That only cowards turn pale find 
tremble in the face of danger in one of 
the popular fallacies that unthinking 
fxiople cling 1 to with all the tenacity of 
ignorance. By many persons the man 
who pales and trembles under great ex- 
citement is called white-livered — what- 
ever that may mean — and is looked 
upon as a coward. In fact, there arc 
but few people who do not hold that ex- 
cessive pallor is one of the distinguish- 
ing marks of a mean, dastardly spirit. 

An egregious error this, and one that 
should have been dispelled along with 
the belief in witches, the divine right of 
kings and similar popular inonstrositie 
Well grounded in this belief, a reporter 
of the San Francisco Chronicle set out 
to secure data on the subject from re- 
liable sources. 

"Do the brave turn pale?" 
• •• "Of course they do," said Dr. J. F. 
Gibbon, of that city, to whom the in- 
quiry was propounded, '-and red. too, 
for that matter." 

"It is not. then, only the cowards who 
turn pale and tremble in the face of 
danger?" 

"By no means." said the doctor; "1 
have seen tho bravest men get as white 
as death when laboring' under intense 
excitement. 1 have seen men pale and 
tremble under the c::citem( nt cans, tl by 
intense pain, and they were men, too. 
who showed their braveness by refus- 
ing to he pat under the influence of an 
rmcosthctic, and who did not utter a 
single cry when the knife was inflicting 
the. most excruciating tortures. Under 
the same circumstances I have seen 
other men turn red, the blood seeming 
to 'burst through their skin. The 
truth is that the various ex- 
pressions of emotions shown by 
men can not he made a guide 
as to his inner thoughts and feel- 
ings. The only things these expres- 
sions do show is that the individual is 
undergoing intense excitement, hut. 
whether of fear.; or. valor or pleas- 
ure, can only be di nuined by the indi- 
vidual's actions." 

Dr. S. Li. Clevenj ', the famous writer 
on nervous discas , in a recent publica- 
tion says: 

"The matter o: blushing or paling is 
wholly beyond t e. control of the indi- 
vidual, and diffe ; with the individual. 
The condition oj the hear., lias much to 
do with these mi .nifestations. as has the 
irritability of tie brain. Rage, fright, 
pleasure or pair.i or excessive emotion of 
any kind, often produces pallor in per- 
sons healthy or unhealthy. Again, these 
same emotions, or any one of them, 
may be habitually displayed by great 
redness or Hushing of the face. Or, as 
if to make matters still more complex, 
a person may pale at one time and blush 
;it another from identically the same 
cause. So extreme in some persons are 
these exhibitions of their emotions as to 
be positive eource.J of misery. Hut 
neither the Muslim ; nor the paling, as 
a rule, has any thh' to do with the brav- 
ery or cowardice oi' the individual. Dur- 
ing the war I remember the remarkable 
effect of a cannon ball pausing within 
an inch of my Colonel's head while he 
was on horseback in the Held. His 
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bee a me as red as 
1 lobster. As a broad rule il 
, bald that pallor is more apt to 
.uv intense emotion and blush- 
raildor emotion, but there can 
: st -iron rule in the matter. As a 
rule I have observed that men going 
into action for the first time usually 
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great pallor. On the other 
i ngh, I have seen cowards 
• from the fields in mortal 
th faces red as boots or with- 
biting any signs of emotion 
whatever. As the soldier sees mon 
service and becomes more used to the 
danger, the bloodshed and carnage of 
the battle-lichl these scenes arouse 
him less intense emotions.' 1 

fclcrbtrt Spencer, in his "Prineiplesof 
Psychology," sums up these emotional 
expressions as the "undirected overflow 
of nerve force." 

While it is thus seen that psycholog- 
ists and physiognomists and men of sei- 
entilie research are agreed that tho ex- 
pressions of emotions do not manifest 
themselves the same way in the same 
individuals the question as to the origin 
of these forms of expressions and their 
various causes has not been so definitely 
settled or so clearly defineu In the dis- 
cussion of this subject Charles Darwin, 
the great evolutionist, give.-, some very 
interesting data. In his "Expressions 
of Emotions in Man and Animals." lie 
says: 

"The most striking case, though a 
rare and abnormal one. winch can be 
adduced of the direct influence of the 
nervous system when strongly affected, 
on the body, is the loss of color in the 
hair, which has occasionally been ob- 
served after extreme terror or grief. 
One authentic case has been recorded in 
the ease, of a man brought out for exe- 
cution, in which the change of color of 
the hair was so rapid as to be percepti- 
ble to the eye. 

"Another good case is that of the 
trembling of the muscles. * * * Of 
all emotions fear notoriously is the most 
apt to produce trembling, hut so do 
often great joy and anger. I remember 
i nice seeing a hoy who had shot his (iret 
snipe on the wing, and his hands trem- 
bled to such a degree from delight that 
he could not for some time reload his 

gun."

By Ma. Ki.li.ik — on Thursday next — 
Whereas there are now being mined in the 
Kootenai district large quantities of gold, 
silver, copper and lead ores; and whereas 
nearly the whole of the ore so mined is ex- 
ported to foreign markets for reduction into 
Imllion ; and whereas it would be to the 
great advantage of the Kootenai district, 
and the province generally, to establish a 
smelting industry at or near the town of 
Nelson, or at some other point on or near 
Kootenai Lake ; and whereas it is a fact 
that the effect of the imposition by the 
United States of a duty on raw ores from 
Mexico brought a great amount of foreign 
capital which built up large smelting works 
in Mexico ; and whereas the money repre- 
senting the difference between the price ot 
the raw ore and the reduced bullion is now 
lost to this Province, by the exportation and 
reduction of the said ore in for- 
eign countries, thereby benefiting said 
foreign countries at the expense of this 
Province ; and whereas the absence of an 
operating smelter in a mineral district 
pluses the price of its raw ore at the discre- 
tion of the foreign smelter, who deducts the 
cost of transportation of the ore from the 
mine to his smelting works, thereby lessen- 
ing the value of the ore by so much at least, 
and ofttimes more, to tho miner himself ; 
and whereas the establishment of a smelt- 
ing industry would tend materially to in 
croaso the population, by attracting scienti- 
fic and laboring men to the district, whose 
efforts would doubtless be directed to the 
development and advancement of the vari- 
ous industries within its resources, and be 
the means of retaining within the province 
the large sums now paid for foreign duties, 
transportation, reduction fees, etc., etc. 

Now, therefore, be it resolved, that an 
humble address be presented to the Lieut. - 
Governor, praying him to take such steps as 
he shall deem necessary, to induce tho Do- 
minion Government to place such an export 
duty on raw ores containing gold, silver, 
copper and lead, as shall practically pre- 
vent the export of the .same from the pro- 
vince to foreign countries.

nillKCT TAX A TION. 

If Canadians allow the products of tin; 
United States, manufactured as well as 
raw, to enter their country free, their rev- 
enue will ho decreased at once and directly 
over eeven millions of dollars. The duty 
collected on goods imported from the 
United States in ]8S!) was $7,371,348. This 
..sum. would have to be made up in some 
way. But this is not alL When American 
goods of all kinds come into Canada free, 
and there is a heavy dut;; on manufactured 
goods coming from Great Britain and all 
other countries, Canada will he deluged 
with cheap American goods, and conse- 
quently Americans will monopolize the 
greater p:irt of our trade in manufactured 
goods. Loss will come from Groat Britain 
and from other countries. This will cause 
another loss to the revenue. We pay over 
nine millions now in duties on goods im- 
ported from the Old Country. More than 
half of this would be lost to the revenue 
under unrestricted reciprocity with the 
United States. This, we believe, is too low 
,a calculation, but, assuming that the revenue 
looses only five millions of this tunc now 
collected on British goods, there 
wiil be a deficiency of twelve init- 
io make up by direct taxation. On l he 
six millions and odd left of duties on goods 
from foreign countries, unrestricted recipro- 
city would be sure to cause a diminution of 
at least two millions. Hen- we have a de- 
ficiency, caused by the establishment of un- 
restricted reciprocity, of fourteen millions. 
This must be made up by direct taxation. 
A direct tax of nearly three dollars annu- 
ally ou every man, woman and child in the 
Dominion, would not be by any meaus a 
light burden. How to distribute that bur- 
den fairly, would tax the ability of the very 
Ablest of financiers, And wo are not at all 
sure that the men at tit'J bead of affairs 
would want to distribute it fairly. There 
would be sure to be favored classes ami fa- 
vored industries, and favored monopolies. 
These would, on one pretext and another, 
be excused from bearing their fair share of 
the burden of taxation, and the masses, who 
had no influence with the Government, 
woidd he compelled to bear the burden of 
all exemptions and remissions. 

We do not think that the people of 
Canada are prepared to shoulder a heavy 
burden of direct taxation, even for the aake 
of greater advantages than they would be 
likely to derive from unrestricted recipro- 
city. 

Direct taxation is not a bugbear. It 
must follow the admission, duty five, of im- 
mense quantities of American goods. This 
cannot ho denied. And it cannot be shown 
that the money Cili be raised in any other 
way than by diroct taxation. 

That our estimate is not too high we have 
the authority of one of the most anient 
Liberals ami enthusiastic free traders in the 
Dominion. Mr. E, W. Thomson, who is 
quoted by Sir John Macdonald in his ad- 
dress, makes the sum, which will be lost to 
the revenue under unrestricted reciprocity, 
and which must bo raised by direct taxes, 
fourteen millions. 

The Montreal Witness, which is Liberal 
in its tone ai d its principles, honestly ad- 
mits that unrestricted reciprocity involves 
direct taxation. It says in a recent issue : 

"The problem of direct taxation is dis- 
tinctly before the country, ami the Liberal 
party may as well face the musi •. It bus 
gained little by playing fast and loose with 
the principles it has preached. It has |o«t 
much valuable time by postponing this anil 
similarly important issues which it will lie 
forced to declare itself upon." 

Thigh an honest declaration, but it. is n 
declaration which many Liberal politicians 
and journalists oinnot bring themselves to 
make. They cannot pluck up courage 
enough to face the mU87C, but, to the dis- 
gust of all clor-hoaded and honest men, 
they keep on prevaricating ami quibbling. 
They would foist unrestricted reciprocity 
on the country on false pi'Ctonoes, but we 



are glad to see that there are honest men in 
the Liberal Party, and among the advocates 
of unrestricted reciprocity, who will not bo 
parties to trickery and deception. 



EFFRONTERY. 



The organ of the Opposition is some- 
times fearfully and wonderfully obtuse. It 
pretends not to see when its Bopbislry is 
refuted and its tricks exposed. It said, on 
Monday : 

" When The Colonist characterized 
'unfair criticism' the remarks we made 
when considering a most objectionable fea 
tare of the School Bill, any reasonable man 
would suppose that it would at once have 
proceeded to point out where the unfairness 
of the criticism lay, by producing the facts 
upon which it based its judgment." 

Forbearance is evidently thrown away 
upon our contemporary. Beeiuse we did 
not characterize its dishonesty and untruth- 
fulness in the strong language that the gross- 
ness and impudence of its olience warrant- 
ed, it now has the assurance to assert that 
we did not produce the facts on which we 
bused our judgment. We did produce those 
facts, and we proved, beyond the shadow of 
a doubt , that the Times was guilty of a. 
flagrant attempt to deceive its readers. 

The Times in its article criticising the 
school bill said: — 

" Who but the Hon. John Robson could 
have thought of giving the Trustees power 
to appoint teachers and the Government 
power to dismiss then)." 

Everyone can see what impression this 
sentence is intended to convey. No one 
who .rend it would for a moment im- 
agine that the Bill gives the Trustees power 
to dismiss teachers. There is not a word in 
the article that gives its reader the faintest 
hint that the Trustees have power to dis- 
miss teachers as well as to appoint them. 
On the contrary, the writer goes on to in- 
veigh against the Hon. John Robson for 
giving the \ Government this "additional 
and extraordinary power." But the Times, 
with shallow disingenuity, goes even fur- 
ther than this, for it argues that by taking 
upon itself this power of dismissal the Gov- 
ernment virtually takes from the Trustees 
the power to appoint. This is what it says: 
" The power of appointment implies the 
power to dismiss, and, if the Government 
tins the power to dismiss, it can by the ex- 
ercise of that power compel the trustees to 
appoint none but its nominees." 

This, of course, is the merest rubbish, 
and it is difficult to see how a sane man 
could bring himself to write it. But its 
object is easily discerned, which was to 
deepen the impieaaiun it had tried to make 
that the Trustees were not by the Uill which 
it was reviewing invested with power to 
dismiss teachers. 

But our criticism, mild as it was, com- 
pelled our contemporary to tell the truth, 
and to virtually confess that it bad been, by 
suppressing the truth, guilty of an attempt 
to deceive its readers. It found itself, in 
Monday's issue, forced to quote the 
part of the act which it hud before sup- 
pressed. This part showed that the bill 
gives the Trustees power to dismiss. If 
suppressing the truth and drawing con- 
clusions from that suppression which the 
text of the hill did not warrant, is not unfair 
aud dishonest criticism, we would like to 
know what is. 

The fact is patent to any one who com- 
pares the Act now in force with the bill 
that the latter does not give the Govern- 
ment any additional or extraordinary 
power, as the Times, reasoning from its own 
false assumptions, asserted. 

he Times declares that there is not an- 
other province in the Dominion where the 
Government arrogates to itself such exten- 
sive powers in school matters. 'J here is no 
other province iu the Dominion whose Gov- 
ernment takes upon itself so large a share of 
the maintenance of the schools. But we 
know that in cue province — Prince Edward 
Island— the trustees are not invested with 
the power of dismissal at all. During the 
term of the teacher's engagement, which is 
one year, the trustees cannot dismiss the 
to teller. Tt he does wrong', or is grossly in- 
capable, they may represent the matter to 
tl-io Government, which institutes an en- 
quiry, and deals wilii the mutter without 
any reference whatever to the trustees. 



MOIUC TESTIMONY. 

Although it is clear to every sensible per- 
son who is intelligent enough to form an 
opinion on the subject, that one of the con- 
ditions of unrestricted reciprocity between 
Canada and the United States must be the 
assimilation of the tariffs of the two coun- 
tries, there are some persons who affect to 
believe, when such an arrangement is en 
tered into, that Canada will be able to re- 
tain the control of her own tariff. It is 
very hard to believe that such persons are 
sincere. Those of them who are sincere 
must bo SO shallow and so unintelligent as 
to be incapable of reasoning. It is not 
pleasant to say to nn opponent bo must be 
either a knave or a fool, yet it Is hard to 
see what else can be said to the men who 
tell the people of Canada that, it is possible 
for Canada to enter into unlimited free 
trade relations with tnc United States and 
still be able to impose what duties she 
pleases on imports from Great Britain and 
other countries, upon whose products, 
manufactured and raw, the United States 
imposes very high duties. Hut as there are 
Boine of the advocate] of free trade with 
the United States who try to make the 
electors believe that under unrestricted 
reciprocity Canada will be able to retain 
her liscal independence, we will quote what 
the Toronto Mail, which gave the Liberals 
their present platform, s.iys about the sub- 
ject. Drawing attention to the differences 
which still exisr. amniis Liberals, with 
respect to what is meant by unrestricted 
reciprocity, the Mail, in its issue of the 10th 
inat., says : 

" But another Liberal paper, the Halifax 
Chronicle, takes a very different view. 
After pointing out the great difference be- 
tween unrestricted reciprocity and commer- 



cial union, it declares that the former is 
the Liberal policy, and defines it as follows : 
' \\ hat the Liberals advocate is thin- 
that everything produced or manufactured 
in the Dominion of Canada shall 
be admitted free into the United 
States; that everything produced or Q10BP- 
'Lured in the United States shall bu ad- 
nutted free of duty into the Dominion of 
Canada, and that each country shall remain 
perfectly at liberty to adopt such tariff us it 
may be pleased to prefer in its dealings 
with the rest of the world." That is to .say, 
if we choose to admit British or any other 
foreign goods free, as well as those of the 
■United States, we will be at perfect liberty 
to do so. Tins definition of the Liberal 
policy does away, of course, with the ob- 
jection that unrestricted reciprocity menus 
discrimination against Great Britain, bxU 
the difficulty in that our neighbors arc no 
more, likely to except such a policy than they 
are to make us a present of the New Kmjlaud 
States. We have been told plainly that 
"Canada must agree to accept the situation 
commercially that iiny new State in the 
•'.Union accepts,' and that such customs 
provisions must be adopted in any recipro- 
cal arrangement us would prevent the coun- 
try from becoming a 'buck door for smug- 
glers.' In other words, there must bo a 
common .tariff. Can any one imagine a new 
State of the Union being granted the privi- 
lege of adopting a tariff of its own upon im- 
ports from abroad ? In every caso iu which 
wider trade relations have been discussed 
by the American press, it has been dis- 
tinctly stated that, if there is to lie recipro- 
city, it can be bad in only one way, which, 
as the Philadelphia, 1'rem puts it, is ' by 
abolishing every customs bouse on our 
northern border- and raising the Canadian 
tariff to the level of our own.' The Chroni- 
cle'* idea of unrestricted reciprocity is one 
which our neighbors refuse even to discuss." 

The italics are aurs. The Mail, which is 
an advocate of unrestricted reciprocity, is 
right. It is ready to accept unlimited free 
trade with the United States, knowing well 
that it involves the adoption, by Canada, of 
the United States' customs tariff, discrim- 
ination against Gi e.il Britain, direct taxa- 
tion and, eventually, annexation. It does 
not admit that it favors annexation, it is 
truo ; but it is too able a journal not to 
know that annexation is a direct, nn inevit- 
able and an almost immediate consequence 
of the establishment of unlimited free trade 
relations between the United States and 
Canada.

Intelligent Americans sec clearly that 
such reciprocity us the Liberals of Canada 
are trying to obtain will be certain before 
very long to lead to annexation. Nearly 
every one of them who writes or speaks on 
the subject points to annexation as the re- 
sult of the agitation which is new going on 
in Canada. The concluding sentence of au 
article in the Argonaut on the campaign in 
Canada is merely a specimen of what Amer- 
icans who are frank enough to express their 
real views think on the subject of free trade 
with Canada: — 

" There is little doubt " says the Argon- 
aut, " that the commercial union would 
ultimately result in political union, as the 
business interests of both countries would 
soon become so inextricably commingled 
that Canadians, in order to .secure a per- 
manent commercial union, would be glad to 
consent to political union. This; would be 
no disadvantage to us, as the Canadians 
are, in general, mi industrious, frugal law- 
abiding people, who would help us to solve 
the social problems that are now troubling 
us." 

The Argonaut, like Sir Richard Cart- 
wright, .sees that it would be a fine thing 
for the people of the United States to have 
a "new tier of Northern States," in- 
habited by an industrious, frugal, law- 
abiding people, to help them solve their 
very difficult social problems. The indica- 
tions are that our neighbors must manage 
to do without that help some titl e longer. 
Canadians think that charily begins at 
home, and that it would be much better for 
them to solve their own comparatively easy 
social and political problems than to face 
the sea of troubles that the people of the 
United States have entered upon.

Donald tio Scann of a Serioas Accident— 
Progress of ihe & 0. 

(From tho Star.) 

Mr. .). \V. Thompson returned thi3 week 
jroin a visit la the Spalluincheen country. 
He. says the work m the S. & O. railway 
goe? on apace, the grading being almost 
completed to Knderby. The cut through 
the rock about twelve miles from Sicamous 
is tho principal work unriniahed, and this is 
hein;.' rapidly pushed along. The settlor*! 
along the line of Ihe railway are busily en- 
gaged in getting out tie; for the road. 

Tho oai which' ran into tho river at the 
smelter dock, last summer, has been located 
only a few feet from where it slid in. It 
was pic licted that by this time tho power- 
ful current of tho river would have rolled 
the cir down to Sproat. The only effect 
it had was to bed the car in a b:mk of 
gravel, and it will require considerable 
work to get it out. 

Walter Scott, of lllecillewaet, has bonded 
for one year his mineral claim the Sangu- 
nor, to Sir Jamea Grant, of Ottawa, for 
the sum of $J2,000. The Sangunor is situ- 
ated eight miles from tha C. P. H., at the 
end of the Government trail, from Albert 
Canyon. Sir James Urant is satisfied the 
property is a good one and will have it 
thoroughly tested nest suiinne. 

A serious and what may prove a fatal 
accident, occurred at Donald, on Monday 
niglit last, to a toboganning party.

To THE EDITOR— In the full report of the 
meeting held in Hevehtoke on Saturday, in 
which the famous anti-railway resolution 
was passed, we find that Mr. Kellie strongly 
combated the resolution, stating that its 
passage " meant raising a stonewall against 
American railways." lie "favored the 
Nelson and Fort Shcpp.nd railway because 
if that road was built tho C.P.R. would be 
compelled for self-protection to build a 
through line to Kootenay Lake. The Cana- 
dian Paciita railway management wna busily 
engaged in paralelling eastern railway lines 
to get traffic for their road. If tho Nelson 
and Fort Shoppard road was allowed to go 
on they would have to turn their energies 
to British Columbia for self-protection, Ho 
was very favorably disposed to the 0. P.R., 
and believed in treating them liberally, but 
would object to give them a monopoly of 
the earth."' 

Wo' honor Mr, Kollio for the sentiments 
which ho thus forcibly expressed, and we 
give him great credit for the " bock-bono " 
which he exhibited. Mr. KoUie's home is 
jiear Revolstoko. A largo number of his 



supporters reside in that town, and yet, 
when he sees them advocating a narrow pol- 
icy, one which he feels is an injury to the 
rest of the province, und which does gross 
injustice to an important portion of his dis- 
trict, he boldly announces his opinion, and 
(ells them that be intends to vote as he 
thinks is right. Not a great many young 
members of our Legislative Assembly would 
have the pluck to take such, a stand. 

We have heard that the principal men of 
Uevelstoke sided with Mr. Kellie in the 
discussion. Such men as Mr. Hume, Toet- 
ssol an l othor merchants and business men 
of the town dissented from the narrow 
policy, but their votes were "snowed 
under " by the mass of railway and smelter 
men who thronged the meeting. 

In addition t:> his firmness, Mr. Kellie ex- 
hibited a great deal of judgement, in a poli- 
tical sense, in the stand which he took. We 
give him credit for more shrewdness than 
we have done before.

FUR SEAL PUPS AGAIN- 

Professor Elliott Insists That His 1'obUIou 
Has Not Been Weakened. 

Smithsonian Isstitdtioh, 
Washington City, Feb. 10, 1801. 

'o tiik Kihtor : Again, Mr. Swan comes 
forwaid with no proof whatever from his 
single witness cited, of pelagic birth of the 
fur seal. Capt. McAlymond is careful in 
saying that he did not see tho pup horn on 
its kelp bed, or see it at all. 

Mr. Swan, again, gives my individuality 
nearly all the space in this letter. I fail to 
understand what is the account of my per- 
sonality in this discussion ; what has it to 
do with this question? which tho open- 
water fur sealers of Puttot Sound and Vic- 
toria are invited to settle. My opinion of 
Mr. Swan's sobriety und virtue has nothing 
to do with the following facts : 

First — \"o seal (hair seal or fur seal, or 
Bea lion or walrus) brings forth its young in 
the water. 

Second— The hair seals, us a class, bring 
forth their young on tho ioe iloes; its pups 
are not in the water at all until they are 
from H to 4 weeks old. Then they are aban- 
doned by their mothers and obliged to take 
to the sea for food. 

Third-- -The fur seal and sea lion are also 
obliged to bring forih their young on the 
land. Tho pups of the former require about 
four months of nursing before they take to 
the sea, and those oi the latter require less 
than six weeks of feediug ashore before 
they go to tho water. 

Fourth— The walrus we do not know 
much about, definitely, only that it breeds 
on ice does. The time of nursing the young 
is not positively stated by -any authority. 

No naturalist, whomsoever, can be 
quoted against the truths of the abovo 
statements of phocine reproduction; but, if 
the fur seal t 'ken off the Si raits of Puca is 
radically different in its method of life from 
that routine of all the rest of its kind, it is 
an interesting fact to establish. We know 
that it is the same animal taken on the 
Pribylof islands. The open-water reals fol- 
low it up from Vancouver island in the 
early spring to Prince William sound by 
April, to Kodiak island by dune, and into 
Boh ring's Sea by duly 1, of every year. 

The affidavits of those pelagic healers, 
which 1 quoted in my note, which you re- 
published from Forest and Stream, Decem- 
ber '2d, 1890, are the statements of men 
wholly unknown to mo or solicited by my- 
self.

PORT CRESCENT POINTS. 

(From Our Own Correspondent) 

POBT Chk.sck.nt, Feb. 17. — Ths powerful 
new machinery to Lf used in building the 
breakwater at this place arrived on Satur- 
day, having been brought from San Fran- 
cisco by the steamer .foiiinie. Gratifying 
progress is being made in the work on the 
breakwater. Two hundred and ten feet of 
the sea wall is built, anil the workmen arc 
now so trained to the tusk that an increased 
speed in every branch of the labor is being 
attained. At present the pile driver is busy 
driving piles towards the reef. The trestlo 
work is built on this foundation, a double 
track of steel rails is hud, and the cars 
loaded with broken rock ure swiftly pro- 
pelled to the places where it is desired to 
empty their contents. The trestle work is 
32 feet wide, and gives ample room in which 
to handle tho cars. 

Two tunuels are being blasted into the 
cliff, one above the other. The upper tun- 
nel will he 40 feet deep, with a transverse 
shaft lo feet long. The lower tunnel 
will be 50 feet deep, with a transverse shaft 
15 feet long. Tliey will be completed in 
about thirty days, and will he loaded with 
four tons of dynamite powder and tired by 
electricity. The explosion will be second 
only to the big blast tired last September. 

The tugs Enterprise and Queen City were 
here the past two days with barges loaded 
with building material for this place.

PARLIAMENTARY PARAGRAPHS _ 



In political circles they are already be- 
ginning to talk of holding evening sessions 
of the Provincial Parliament. All informal 
proposition to the effect was made in the 
House, yesterday afternoon. It was pointed 
out tint a number of committees were at 
present very busily employed, and had con- 
siderable work in .sight, which would be 
materially interfered with, as the members 
could hardly be expected to hold both morn- 
ing and evening sittings. The subject will, 
in all probability, come up in a day or two, 
and something be decided upon. 

Owing to the absence of Mr. Punch, 
through illness, the Railway Committee 
finds it rather hard to get a quorum, and it 
is expected that the number which consti- 
tutes an effective committee will be reduced. 

The Attorney General's I ill to amend the 
Summary Convictions' Act, which he intro- 
duced yesterday, provides that in the ease 
of a corporation committing, or being sus- 
pected of committing, any offence over 
which the Legislature of British Columbia 
has legislative authority, and for which any 
person would be liable on summary con- 
viction to fine, penalty or imprisonment, 
and in all other cases in which proceedings 
could be taken against an individual under 
this act, in the case of offending corpora- 
tions, either the president or secretary of 
the corporation shall be deemed to he the 
pcr.-on committing or suspected of com- 
mitting the offence, and the complaint anil 
information may be laid against either the 
secretary or president of the offending cor- 
poration ; and all other proceedings which 
could be taken under this act against or by 
an individual shall in the easo of an offend- 
ing corporation be taken against or by 
either tlio president or secretory of such 
corporation. 

The Attorney-General's bill to further 
amend the Supreme Court Act constitutes 
the following Judicial Districts: Victoria, 
the Vancouver, the Westminster, the Clin- 
ton, and the Cariboo Judicial Districts; 
the West Kootenay Electoral District, the 
Fast Kootenay Electoral District, and the 
Cassiar Electoral District shall, for judicial 
purposes, form part of the 'Victoria ,lu- 
licial District.' " 

The statement submitted lo the House 
showing revenues of the Commons estab- 
lished under the cattle ranges indicates 
that there are two Commons in the Lillooet 
District containing 6,400 acres, which collect 
a revenue of $79.50, and in the Vale Dis- 
trict there are 18,000 acres, with a revenue 
of $125, which is collected at the rate of 10 
cents per head. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon's' hill to amend the 
Land Act, provides that the price of first- 
«lnss lands shall he ."?.") per acre ; of second- 
class lands $2.50, and of third-class lands 
$1 per acre, the purchase money to be paid 
ut the time of purchase, ten per cent, on 
application, the remaining ninety percent, 
when the survey shall have been accepted. 
It is provided that every person dssiring to 
purchase unsurvcyed, unoccupied, and un- 
reserved Crown lands shall give two months' 
notice of his intended application to pur- 
chase, by a notice inserted, at the expense 
of the applicant, in the British Columbia 
Gazette, and in any newspaper circulating 
in the district wherein the land lies ; such 
notice shall not include a greater area of 
land than six hundred and forty acres, and 
shall state the name of theapplicalion, the Id- 
eality, boundaries, and extent id the land 
applied for." The proper staking out of 
property is also provided tor. Each appli- 
cation for u timber lease must be filed with 
tliu Chief Commissioner of Lauds and 
Works within 40 days from the date of the 
notice in the British Columbia Gazette, ac- 
companied by a marked cheque equal in 
value to ten cents per acre upon the 'whole 
area applied for. Ifjthe applicant fails to 
comply with the conditions imposed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council respecting 
the giant of a lease, the deposit shall he ab- 
solutely forfeited, ami the land shall be 
open to other applicants.
